The first can be accomplished 
by haying blood tests taken of 
all ‘dairy cows, including parti- 
cularly all cows used for home 
milk supply, since Bang-infected 
cows tan transmit Undalant Fever 
to humans. 


The second by vaccination of - 


all heifer calves, whether dairy 
or beef, destined for herd re- 
placement. Vaccination between 
four and nine months only is 
found effective and practical. 

Dr. Ballantyne, Director of Vet- 
erinary Services, Dept. of Agri- 
culture, advises that last year 
“Bang” were made in the new 
Provincial Laboratory ,while 21,- 
000 calves, approximately, were 
vaccinated in the province with 
vaccine supplied through the same 
source. , 

If you are interested in the 
above, whether you own one cow 
or 50, you are requested to list 
a request for service immediately 
at the M.D. office (or with any- 
one of those listed below), to- 
gether with the number of vac- 
cinations and blood tests required. 
Talk this over with your neighbor 
and have him do likewise. The law 
requires that the above work be 
done by a licensed veterinarian. 
The services of Dr, Peppin of 
Drumheller, are available, but his 
time is in heavy demand. Costs of 
the service, but not of the vaccine, 
have to be met by each applicant. 
By co-operation and organization 
these can be kept at a low figure 
within the,reach of everyone. Do 
your part to ensure this by early 
listing. Further information vail- 
able on-request.

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Who Owns the Soil? 


This is a question every serious-minded 
farmer should ask himself. Men who have 
paid taxes for years, who have deeds to 
their farms registered in their own names 
(but not the “mineral rights’) should study 
the cases of two farmers with land near 
the Redwater oil fields. J. A. Gaumont and 
J. W. Brown, of Fort Saskatchewan and 
Redwater respectively are being hailed into 
court for removing sand and gravel from 
their own property! 

Two big Calgary companies, not satis- 
fied with swelling oil profits, have obtained 
an injunction against allowing these two 
citizens to sell sand and gravel from. their 
farms. The utterly ridiculous proposition 
that a load of common gravel is the equiva- 
lent of a load of precious stones is the ex- 
cuse given for this bit of petty encroach- 
ment. 

If the oil companies win out against the 
farmers, the next step could be to restrain 
farmers who do not actually own mineral 
rights from sowing crops and reaping har- 
vests. All crops require food and nourish- 
ment from the soil, which is a mineral. 
Drinking water, for humans and stock is 
mineral. Why shouldn’t the oil companies 
collect royalties every time a pail of water 
is hauled out of the well? 

Fortunately, this sort of action against 
farmers who do not own mineral rights, is 
unusual for Alberta oil companies. But it 
just goes to show the common man must 
be everlastingly on guard for his rights. 


Call for Arthur Ellis 


That stupid goon, Arthur Fillis, the offici- 
al hangman.who depends upon murders 
and killings for his harvest, is shirking his 
duties. Joseph Gilbert, condemned murderer, 
will live most of November instead of only 
half the month because Ellis is not to be 
found.

Spanking

A refreshing bit of news comes to us 
from Winnipeg, where Psychologist Joyce 
Burns of the University of Manitoba has 
come out dead-in-earnest against spanking.

In plain English, that means 
you don’t make good boys and girls out of 
bad boys and girls by spanking them.

What Miss Burns says about unruly 
children is true of unruly nations. It is also 
true of unruly and criminal adults. What, 
in effect, we’re driving at is that the Chris- 
tian attitude of forgiveness and helpfulness, 
whether it be towards children, adults or 
nations, is the only sound corrective. 

It is admittedly hard for us to follow the 
Master’s adyice to “return good for evil,” 
at times, but in our dealings with others, it 
is this New Testament doctrine, instead of 
the Old Testament maxims of “An eye for 
an eye, a tooth for a tooth” and “Spare the 
rod and spoil the child” that will get us the 
best, results in human relations.

With-Stalin Idea

The past week-end, according to reports from 
Tokyo, has brought near-cessation of the Korean 
war. It was a struggle fomented by the Russians 
for two principal purposes, as follows: 

(a) To see if the United Nations would really 
fight, without involving Russia,.and 

(b) If we were too morally weak to defénd South 
Korea, to add that'much more territory amd 25,000,- 
000 more population to the swelling Soviet strength. 

A great step forward has been made with all the 
free nations of the world stopping aggression in 
Korea, and perhaps for years to come holding back 
World War III. 

Do Business With Stalin? 

Many statesmen have tried to do business with 
Stalin, including Roosevelt and Churchill, but. an 
independent assessment of their 
work leads one'to believe that 
either Stalin is not honest in his 
international deliberations, or he 
hasn’t got the dictatorial power 
credited to him in carrying out 
his agreements, 

However, compared to war, 
talk is cheap, and some promi- 
nent political figures are willing 
to sit down with Stalin across 
the conference ‘table again to try 
" and resolve our differences, Per- 

haps, having just lost the Korean 
war, Uncle Joe will be more pliable. One U.S. 
leader, Harold Stassen, former governor of Min- 
nesota and now president of the University of Penn- 
sylvania, has written to Premier Joseph Stalin, of 
Russia, suggesting a face-to-face meeting in an 
effort to “stop the drift to war.” + 

We hold Mr. Stassen in high regard but we do 
not see where there is anything to be gained by a 
parley between the Russian dictator and an Amer- 
ican citizen holding no office and without authority 
to implement any agreement. 

There is the chance that Mr. Stassen will give 
the Russian leader an excellent opportunity to put 
over some choice propaganda. After all, is there 
anybody who thinks that peace can be secured by 
a conversation with Stalin on an unoffiical basis? 

The world needs some overt act from the Rus- 
sians to persuade everybody that the Soviet Union 
wants peace and is willing to let other nations live 
their own lives without the threat of Russian domi- 
nation. This cannot be established by an interview. 
in Moscow but.must be demonstrated in the attitude 
that Russia shows to her neighboring countries. 

Maybe Mr. Stassen thinks that his persuasive 
powers will lead the Russian dictator to change his 
policies and ‘move toward world peace and freedom 
for mankind.” Such a naive conclusion overlooks 
the simple fact that the Russian people, largely un- 
educated and somewhat bound by past supersti- 
tions, are not yet ready for the freedoms that 
western nations enjoy.

Mr. Winther is 
a large-scale farmer, well versed 
in. educational and municipal 
problems through his experience 
on the Ghost Pine municipal 
council, and through his member- 
ship for the past six years on 
the Stettler Division School 
Board.

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MILLING AND BAKING QUALITY OF FROSTED WHEAT 
SAID NOT LOWER THAN USUAL VARIETIES | N 


In spite of some frost damage, No. 4 Northern wheat 
should prove satisfactory. for milling according to a report 
prepared by the Board of Grain Commissioners’ Laboratory. 


Some No. 5 wheat may also be 
milled if markets can be found 
for low grade flour of darker 
color and reduced baking 
strength. No. 6 wheat, which is 
more heavily frosted and contains 
more green and immature ker- 
nels, will be fit only for feed. 
These lower grades show the 
typical properties of frosted 
wheat established by seven years’ 
research following 1927, the last 
year in which a heavily frosted 
crop was harvested in Canada. 

The report was presented by 
Dr. J. A. Anderson, chief chem- 
ist of the Board of Grain Com- 
missioners, at a meeting of the 
committee on western grain 
standards held on September 28 
in Winnipeg. 

Dr. Anderson presented milling 
data and showed loaves baked 
from average samples of grades 
4, 5 and 6. These grades show in- 
creasing percentages of frost 
damage. An average sample of 
sound wheat grading No. 2 North- 
ern was used for comparison. 
Over 8,800 samples of wheat from

preparation of grade averages. ~ 


Dr. Anderson emphasized that he 
dealt with estimates of quality 
based on data now available. The 
crop is late, and only a small pro- 
portion of it has been threshed 
and delivered to country ele- 
vators. The’ Laboratory may have 
to revise its estimates as samples 
of late harvested wheat are col- 
lected and studied. 

Mifferences in the milling 
quality of the grades are shown 
in the following table;

Bushel weights were tested on 
wheat cleaned for milling and are 
thus higher than weights usually 
reported. Flour vields show the 
percentages of flour that can be 
obtained by normal milling meth- 
ods; the amount decreases with 
grade, No, 6 yielding 8 per cent 
less flour than No. 2 Frosted, 
green, and immature kernels 
make the lower grades woody and 
hard to mill; the wheat does not 
break up readily into flour. These 
qualities are are shown by the 
increased time required for mill- 
ing samples of lower grades. In

High ash is undesirable in 


flour, and flour is bought on spe- 
cifications stating a maximum 
ash content. The table shows that 
ash content goes un as the grade 
goes down. Color s¢ores are meas- 
ures of the whiteness of the flour 
made with a_ spectrophotometer. 
While 2 Northern gives a creamy 
white flour, the lower grades are 
progressively greyer and. brown- 
er. These differences in color are 
easily seen even by untrained 
persons. In commercial mills 
bleaching is used to whiten flour 
milled from sound wheat; but 
bleaching cannot remove the dull 
grey color of fldur milled from 
frosted, immature and green ker- 
nels. Absorption is a measure of 
the amount of water required to 
make a dough suitable for bak- 
ing. In sound wheat, a reasonably 


high absorption is desirable; but* 


frosted wheat Shows higher ab- 
sorption than normal because of 
damage to the grain constituents. 
The dough absorbs a large amount 
of water when mixed but cannot 
hold it during fermentation and 
later becomes slack and more 


‘difficult to handle.

large loaf represents what we 
commonly call light bread; and a 
small loaf - represents heavy, 
soggy bread. Strong wheat that 
will give a large loaf is demanded 
in England to improve the soft 
home-grown wheat. Canadian 
wheat that gives a small loaf will 
not improve English wheat. 

No. 2 Northern of this year’s 
crop gave a loaf of 740cc. This 
is considerably lower than the 10- 
year average for the grade which 
is 785 cc. Loaf sizes for this and 
the other grades, together with 
the protein contents of the. flour, 
are given in the following table:

The loaves decrease in size as 
the grade of the wheat drops. In 
sound wheat, loaf volume is al- 
most invariably \directly related 
to protein content; the higher the 
protein content, the larger the 
loaf. This relation does not hold 
in the above table. No. 2 gives a 
larger loaf than No. 4 and a much 
larger loaf than No. 5 though No. 


2 has a lower protein than No. 4 


and little more protein than No. 
5. A smaller loaf than would be 
expected on a protein basis shows 
how the frost has damaged the 
quality of the protein in wheat 
entering the lower grades. 

The darker color and poorer 
baking quality of the lower grades 
also shows in the outside appear- 
ance of the loaves and in the tex- 
ture and color of “the crumb 
when the sliced bread is examin- 
ed. Scores reported in the,next 
table are on a scale with 10 
points as a’perfect score.

But No. 5 
and No. 6 give poorly shaped 
loaves, Marked differences occur 
in crumb color and texture. No: 2 


. 20th Century 
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has a close, even texture, and a 
creamy color. No. 4 loaf has a 
crumb that is not so close and 
even and has a_ greyish tinge. 
Loaves for No. 5 and No. 6 are 
progressively poorer. The“ crumb 
is coarse and open ih téxture, 
and large blow holes in the body 
of the loaf and just under the 
crust occur quite frequently. The 
color of the crumb is unattrac- 
tive; it has a dirty yellowish 
brown color, especially in the No. 
6 loaf.
